Argentine Realism 

Argentina outwardly is acting much like a 
capricious woman toward a hemisphere which 
has been seeking a joint defense against ag- 
gression. While a mission from that country 
is in Washington arranging details of economic 
help to be given Argentina, officials in Buenos 
Aires strongly oppose American encouragement 


, of Uruguayan and Paraguayan naval bases. 
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Yet there is no capriciousness on the part of 
Argentina. The opposition is hard-headed 
reality,.a fear that when this world war is 
over the neighbor nations might be tempted 
to use these facilities against the government 
in Buenos Aires, which under the status of 
present bases and armaments is the more or 
less benevolent strong man of the south At- 
lantic. 

Now it is probable the United States first 
approached Argentina with the suggestion that 
that country build the naval bases needed in 
that part of South America to effectively 
guard or patrol its waters. But Argentina has 
a strong sense of independence, particularly 
in its relations with the United States. So

Then, as a ges- 
ture of hemisphere defense, she suggested to 
Cuba—athwart a vital communication line— 
that Cuba build, with Argentine financing, a 
naval base for the joint use of all other coun- 
tries. Under those circumstances we in this 
country would feel that a national interest was 
endangered because Cuba under other circum- 
stances might use that naval base against the 
United States. There is the crux of the Argen- 
tine position. She still fears the “Colossus .of 
the North,” and was sharply reminded dur- 
ing the last campaign in a needless and heed- 
less Willkie speech that Roosevelt is not king 
and that the “good neighbor” policy under a 
Republican President might melt as do the 
snows of the Andes. 

That Argentina seeks, at the same time, a 
loan from this country is not strange when it 
is considef€d the loan is merely one facet of a 
trilateral arrangement. Argentina wants to 
sell Great Britain meat and other foodstuffs 
valued at $160,000,000, and to do it must have 
a loan from the United States. The United 
States government thinks the loan a good 
thing, since it will help an ally. Actually this 
country is helping preserve Britain’s markets 
in the free world as well as aid her in the con- 
flitt overseas. The loan to Argentina is one 
way this can be done. The money wouldn’t be 
much good, anyway, if Hitler wins, which he 
won't.

Where Are the Spitfires? 

What has become of Britain’s fighter 
planes? Of the Spitfires and Hurricanes and 
Defiants that, a month or two ago, were per- 
forming so effectively in breaking Nazi air 
formations and sending Nazi planes crashing 
to earth in destruction? 

The bombing of Coventry, Birmingham and 
other industrial cities of England seems to have 
been done by waves of Nazi bombers in hun- 
dreds and there is no mention in news dis- 
patches of any defensive action other than that 
of the antiaircraft guns. 

Surmise hints that the Nazis are using some 
new method of attack which has effectively 
foiled the British fighters of the air. Or, that 
Britain’s defensive fighter forces have been so 
depleted they are no longer able to meet the 
invading air fleets with any effectiveness. 

British bombers are, it is true, wreaking 
havoc for their own part on the industrial cen- 
ters of Germany. Hamburg, Bremen, Essen, 
Berlin and other German cities have undoubt- 
edly suffered fearful damage. 

But it is the fighter planes that now seem 
to be missing. Or, at least, to have lost their 
effectiveness. 

Those of us who pray nightly for the cause 
of Britain would feel far better, today, if the 
Hurricanes and Spitfires were still diving into 
the swarms of Nazi bombers and bringing down 
their score or two or more @ day. 

Britain faces terrible days ahead if the 
bombers of Goering are to be permitted to 
attack any chosen target in force, with prac- 
tical immunity from fighter counter attack in 
the air.

“The public, without whose support no strik 
was ever won, should bear in mind” that this 
strike was called “over the objections of the de- 
fense commission and that the labor member of 
the commission considers it unjustified,’ says the 
LOS ANGELES TIMES. And the PROVIDENCE 
JOURNAL believes “The union officials owe the 
American people a straightforward explanation 
of their act.” 

“ «Tf the threat to defense production through 
strikes becomes serious, it may be necessary to 
pass legislation to apply to the defense industries 
something of the same sort of machinery that is 
provided for in the railway labor disputes act, 
under which strikes on railroads must at least be 
delayed until boards of adjustment and mediation 
have had an opportunity” to investigate the ques- 
tions at issue, suggests the NEW YORK TIMES.

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| THE CAPITAL PARADE

BUREAUCRATS ARE POUTING WASHINGTON, Nov. 24. 


Informed persons have 
long suspected that German and Italian diplomatic and consular 
officials were abusing their privileges in this country. The Dies 
committee “white paper” has now concentrated public attention on 
the problem, without doing more than scratch the sufface. Possibly 
this will force some one to straighten out the ridiculous bureau- 
cratic tangle between the State and Justice Departments, which 
has thus far prevented the problem from being dealt with really 
effectively: 

The tangle’s history reads like a parable on the weaknesses of 
bureaucracy. The Justice Department first proposed to deal with 
the improper activities of the Axis diplomats as long ago. as the 
middle of September. The State Department, where the matter 
was handled by Assistant Secretary Breckinridge Long, proved 
somewhat coy. A correspondence ensued, which has produced 
nothing to date but a fit of the pouts on both sides. But a time 
table of the transactions between the two departments will give a 
better notion of what has happened. 


TIME TABLE OF DELAY On September 16; the Justice De- 

partment addressed an official 
letter to State Department expressing the liveliest concern over the 
doings of the Axis diplomats and consuls, suggesting that some 
action ought to be‘taken, and pointing out that the matter was 
clearly within the State Department’s province. To this the State 
Department replied with a brief request to be notified when, and if, 
the Justice Department got ready to act. 

Shortly thereafter Representative Martin Dies presented to Sec- 
retary of State Cordell Hull photostats of some of the material 
published in his committee’s white paper, chiefly that concerning 
Manfred Zapp. These photostats were held in the State Depart- 
ment until October 14, after many of the facts in them had already 
been unofficially published, when they were referred to Justice. 
Although the Justice Department might have preferred to watch 
Zapp if there had been no publicity, grand jury proceedings were 
instituted. ! 

With the Dies committee photostats, the State Department also 
sent Justice a letter, politely inquiring what ought to be done about 
Axis diplomatic and consular officials who were going beyond their 
“proper activities.” As this was precisely what the Justice Depart- 
ment had asked the State Department in September, Justice was 
somewhat staggered. 

But on October 18, Justice rallied. Another communication was 
addressed to the State Department, suggesting the State Department 
might define the term, “proper activities,” and requesting a com- 
pilation of all the treaties, diplomatic usages, etc., governing the 
treatment of diplomats and consuls by the countries to which they 
are accredited. No answer was received, and there the corre- 
spondence ended. Even now nothing has been settled on either 
side, and no one is in a position to do anything about a problem 
which the Justice Department already described as gravely serious 
some two months ago. 


MR. LONG’S KNACK There have been other episodes of a 

: similar but minor nature. For example, 
during the late summer, the State Department transmitted to the 
Justice Department, in what seemed implied reproof, a letter from 
the German embassy protesting watching of German diplomats and 
consuls by FBI men. Then this fall, the State Department’s visa 
division, which has been grimly withholding visas from numbers of 
anti-Fascist political refugees in Europe, suddenly decided to issue 
one to a German prisoner interned in Canada. This man’s entry 
had to be stopped at the border by the Justice Department’s immi- 
gration agents. 

Justice is now so aroused that a press release detailing the trans- 
actions between State and Justice would have been is&ued - last 
week if Attorney General Robert H. Jackson had’ not suddenly 
chgnged his mind. ‘ 

Since final decisions on international matters are clearly up to 
the State Department, Justice seems to have good ground for com- 
plaint. Nor is this surprising, since Assistant Secretary of State 
Long is the man directly involved. Those who worked for easier 
admission of the English children to this country saw him use every 
resource of his position to obstruct their effort, and know he would 
have succeeded if the President had not rapped him smartly over 
the official knuckles. Those who tried to help the European politi- 
cal refugees heard him argue visas could not be issued to these 
unfortunates except in the discretion of the “independent” consuls 
despite several indications that the “independent” consuls had re- 
ceived informal instructions from Washington. Long seems to have 
a knack for these imbroglios. 

But Long is a side issue. What is clearly required is a frank 
conference between Secretary Hull, Attorney General Jackson and 
Representative Dies, at which the entire question of counter- 
espionage will be put on a sound, workable and less haphazard basis.

ENGLAND’S FINANCIAL NEEDS In a column from Louisville 
last week it was reported 
here that newspapermen at the convention who were in close con- 
tact with English problems, said that British financial problems rape » 
idly were becoming as desperate as the problem of the war. . 

Speaking in New York on Saturday, Lord Lothian, British am- 
bassador to this cobntret confirmed what those newspapermen said, 
declaring, “Great Britain is beginning to come to the end of her fi- 
nancial resources.” 

That means us. The next move is up to us. 

It means that the opening gun in the campaign to create enough 
public opinion (which may already exist) to repeal the Johnson act 
and revise the neutrality act, has been fired. 

Work along that line has been going on for some time. Eng- 
land’s position now is so critical, both financially and along the war 
fronts, that Lord Lothian was instructed to speak out. 

The ambassador said that 1941 would be a difficult year; that 
England needed everything in the way of war supplies, munitions, 
planes and ships, and “perhaps finance.” 

This means that England has said, as frankly as she can, that 
she will be defeated by the end of 1941, or before, unless this coun- 
try can give her more supplies, planes and ships—on credit. 

This war is costing England more than $10,000,000 per day. 
England must pay not only the United States for what she gets; she 
also must pay her dominions for what she obtains from them. They 
exact cash just as does the United States. 

PUBLIC OPINION There exists in this country a great and genu- 

ine sentiment to assist England. lt is, to be 
frank, tinctured with realism. Not many believe that if this country 
were fighting a battle for its life against a strong nation at one of 
its borders that England would plunge into the war to assist us. 

The war debts which England did not pay, no matter how much 
juggling of figures and how. much sophistry is employed, also have 
helped create the isolationist sentiment in this country. The war debt 
chickens and the hostile English propaganda against this country in 
the years after the war, are chickens coming home 4o roost. It is not 
popular, perhaps, to mention these things but they are necessary if 
one is to think clearly. They are important only as they explain why 
we had so much isolationist feeling. 

Despite this, most of those who were isolationists realize this 
one cold and inescapable fact— 

We must assist England! 

We must assist her because if England falls we will be left alone, 
our backs to the wall, with the whole world against us. All the might 
and resources of that world will be turned against us. 

I do not think military attacks would begin within a year. But 
they would follow the usual pattern of pre-military plans which 
have been employed in Europe by the totalitarian govérnments. 

England, defeated, would be a hostile government. It, of neces- 
sity, would follow the course of the Vichy government. We may save 
our own country from war if we get into it with aid to England—all 
sorts of aid. 

That means we will see in congress, beginning this week, the 
first speeches for us and against revising the Johnson act, which act 
properly refused credits to nations which had defaulted in their 
debts. We als6 will see the first of the speeches concerning revision 
of the neutrality act to permit our ships to carry war materials in 
certain zones. 

Those changes must be made. It no longer is possible to avoid 
doing them. If we can continue to get into the war only with aid to 
England, perhaps, we shall escape going to war with all we have. 

If we can sell supplies, lease ships, sell planes and munitions on 
credit, and permit “volunteers” to enter the English air force, we 
may escape the war. And evefi if England again repudiates her debts, 
we still shall have escaped the worst. And that, no matter how self- 
ish it may sound, is what we want to escape. 

THE POPE SPEAKS Pope Pius XII spoke yesterday from Rome, 
praying for peace. 

He is a great man and a great thinker. He said, in the course of 
his plea, the literal truth when he said the war grew out of a fight 
for raw materials and that the minerals and the oil beneath the 
earth disturbed man’s aims and destroyed his peace. 

England must pay her own dominions and the United States for 
everything she buys. She must use money or establish credits with 
money or sale of goods. She is not making many goods for sale. 
There are not enough ships to carry them. 

Germany pays money for nothing. Perhaps now and then she 
spends some of her captured gold for Canada’s nickel or some of our 
own raw materials which are “middle-manned” by some South 
American nation or by Russia. | 

But Germany’ has got-.control of all the raw materials and all 
the oil of Europe. She pays no one for it in cash. She pays no one 
at all except it be Russia. And that in goods. 

Germany does not need money to fight this war. 

England does. 

We’ll have to do the job as we did before. By doing it we may 

miss another “expeditionary” army.

The new-born fawn, spotted and without a scent because so ut- 
terly without protection, is easily overwhelmed by many things 
that will not trouble the full-grown buck.

He had seemed invincible 
when he fought lesser men; now he was a “mere shell”—not in ab- 
solute fact, but in comparison with the superior Tunney. 

During the football season, each Saturday brings astonishing 
“upsets” as the best-advertised squads mysteriously change from 

strong to weak to.strong. The change is more apparent than real, 
for each squad seems powerful as it runs over a weaker one, and 


strangely weak when it meets one that is bigger and better. 

What is true of armies and athletes is likewise true of our per- 
sonal burdens and troubles. They are great only in comparison with 
our ability to carry and overcome them. “A trouble is a ton or a 
trouble is an ounce”—not depending upon the way you take it, but 
depending upon your ability to take it. 

And in this truth there is new hope for all who are troubled 
and heavy-laden, for one who cannot lessen his trouble can at 
least make it seem small by making himself bigger. 

At the age of 12, my pet dislike was a kid named Ralph, whose 
father was a small-town general merchant. I envied him, for he 
was bigger than I, wore better clothes than mine, and had endless 
supplies of candy. Moreover, he talked tough and had me scared, 
But I outgrew him. and surpasse# him in school, and two years 
later my attitude had changed to a tolerant indifference.

use of a liver extract turned out | 


to be the perfect restorative. Dr. 
Wooley then went on a chemical 
hunt to discover just what it was 
in the liver that proved so effec- 
tive. It developed that phytin, the 
Salt of inosital acid, was the anti- 
baldness factor. 

Conservative as always, science 
emphasizes the fact that the re- 
storative might not work out as 
well for men as it did for mice. 

But hair is hair! And some day 
there may be a cure or a pre- 
ventive that will take the place of 
toupees. At any rate, it is signifi- 
cant that the answer is being 
sought in diet. 

From your letters, it is evident 
that you are also keenly interested 
in the problem of grayness, and 
here again I regret to report that 
no definite dietary cure has been 
found. Extensive experiments 
point to the Vitamin B complex, 
however, as the dietary essential. 
The @vidence indicates that some 
member of this group has a direct 
connection with pigmentation of 
the hair. 

In these experiments also mice 
were the principals. The research 
was conducted at the University of 
California, and the substance in 
Vitamin B designated as the fil- 
trate factor was separated from 
the other components of Vitamin 
B so that its effect alone might be 
studied. After 10 weeks on a diet 
lacking in the filtrate factor, the 
fur of the animals began to turn 
gray. When the factor was re- 
placed in the diet, their fur began 
to darken. This substance is pres- 
ent in liver, bran, yeast, alfalfa 
and a number of vegetables. 

These experiments are by no 
means conclusive. It does not fol- 
low that we have only to take 
phytin to grow hair on bald heads, 
or to include the filtrate factor in 
the diet to keep from turning 
gray. 

If you say “Phooey! They don’t 
know how to cure baldness or 
grayness!”” you’re right. They 
don’t! But the results do estab- 
lish the importance of numerous 
dietary factors—many of them 
still the subject of intensive re- 
search—to the general appearance. 

In the past few years, experi- 


ments have consistently shown the |

Vitamin B. Although Vitamin B) 


average diet to be deficient 


is contained in many foods, it is 


‘lacking in such everyday staples | 


as white flour, rice, macaroni, 
starches, sugars and fats. Also, 
with the exception of the glan- 
dular organs, heart muscle and 
pork, it is not present in large 
amounts in meats. These staples 
which do not furnish Vitamin B 
comprise a large part of our daily 
fare. 

How can we make sure of get- 
ting more of this vitamin? By the 
use of whole-grain bread, or white 
bread which has been reinforced 
with Vitamin B; by the use of 
whole-grain cereals—those which 
contain all the wheat; and by not 
cooking the vegetables too long 
and not using soda in the water 
in which they are cooked, and by 
utilizing this vegetable water.
